For a National Eumiliation upon the account of the QUEENS Death, 


> QA [LLIAM by the Grace of God, King of Great Brittain, France and Iree 
dif land, D-fender of the Faith, To Macers of our Privy Council, Meſlengers 
at Arms, Our Sheritis, in that part, Conjunaly and ſeverally, ſpecially 
Conſtitute, Greeting z FORASMUCH as, it hath pleaſed Almighty God, 
to Viſite Us and Our people, with the fad and never enough to be laments 
ed loſs of Our dear Confort, and their Gracious Soveratgn Queen Mary : 
And that in ſucha Calamity, it becomes Us and them to be deeply hum- 
bled beforethe Lord, to obtain his Pardon and Peace, and Gracious Fa. 
vour and Aſliftance, for Our Support and Relief ; And that the Miniſters and Brethren of the 
Commiſſion 0+ the late General Aſſembly, have Addreſled the Lords of Our Privy Council, 
that a Day may be ſolemnly ſet apart for that Effet, Therefore, We with Advice of the Lords 
_ of Qur Privy Council, have thought fir to Appoint the eighth day of Janwary Inſtant for the 
Town of Edinburgh and the three Louthians : and the fifeteen day of the ſaid Month for all on 
this (ide of the River of Tay - and the twenty ſecond of the faid Month of Fanwary Inſtant, for 
all the reſt of the Kingdom, to be kept as ſolemn Days of deep Humiliation and Faſting , by 
Prayer, Preaching, and other ſacred Exerciſe, and a moſt (trift Surceaſe from all ordinary Em- 
ployments and Handy-labour : to the EffeR, that by the humble and earneſt Confeſſion of 
. ourſins to God, we may obtain his Pardon and Peace, and his Face and Favour graciouſly re- 
conciled to Ulsand Our people, and that it may pleaſe Him more eſpecially, to comfort and ſup- 
port Us, and to preſerve Our Perſon for the good of his People, and of the whole Proteſtant 
. Intereſt, and to bleſs Us and Our Government, with ſuch Aid, Countenance, and Aſ= 
fiſtance, as may beſt contribute tothe ſame, OUR WILL IS HEREFORE, and We Charge 
you ſtrialy, and Command, that incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Metrcat 
' Croſs of Bdinbuygh, and remanent Mercat Crofles of the whole Head Burghs of the ſeveral Shires 
within this Kingdom, and of the Stewartries of K irkeudbright, Annandale and Orkvey, and there 
in Our Name and Authority, make Publication hereof, that none may pretend ignorance. And 
- ordains Our Sollicitor, to cauſe ſcnd printed Copies hereof to the Sheriffs of the ſeveral Shires, 
and Stewarts of the Stewartries foreſaids, whom We o1dain to ſee the ſame publiſhed:and appoints 
them to ſend Doubles hereof, to all the Miniſters both in Churches and Meeting-houſes, with<- 
' In their reſpeRive JuriſdiQions, that upon the Lords Day, immediatly preceeding the ſaids days 
reſpe#iv2 above mentioned,the ſame may be intimat and read in every Paroch Church and Meet- 
| Ing-houſe;Certifying all ſuch who ſhall contemn or negleR ſo religious and important a'Duty,as 
the Humiliation hereby appointed is, they ſhall be proceeded againſt, and puniſhed as Contem- 
ners of Our Authority, andas highly difaffeQed te Our Perſon and Government; And ordains
